Policy  Highlights: 

- Continue  a capital  campaign  is  under  way  to  fund  the  renovation  of  the  old  main 
Library  for  use  by  the  AAM.  A lead  gift  of  $15  million  was  given  to  the  Museum  by  AAM 
Commissioner  Mr.  Chong-Moon  Lee.  The  AAM  expects  to  relocate  in  the  year  2000.

Purpose: 

The  Asian  Art  Museum  manages  the  City’s  renowned  collection  of  12,000  pieces  of  Asian  art  by 
maintaining  a professional  staff  of  curators,  conservators,  registrars,  art  handlers  and  educators  to 
care  for  the  collection  and  interpret  them  through  thematic  displays  as  well  as  loan  exhibitions  and 
special  exhibitions  or  organized  by  the  Museum.  The  Museum  prepares  didactic  materials, 
publications,  tours,  and  hands-on  activities  for  adults  and  children.  It  also  prepares  lectures, 
symposia,  and  related  performing  arts  programs  to  inform  our  Asian  audience  about  their  heritage 
and  its  non-Asian  audience  about  the  art  and  culture  of  Asia. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

- Held  Mongolia:  The  Legacy  of  Chinggis  Khan,  attracting  an  estimated  attendance  of  104,583. 

- Other  exhibitions  included  Profusion  of  Color.  Korean  Wrapping  Cloths  of  the  Choson  Dynasty 
(Pojagi),  Painter  Prayers:  Photographs  of  Indian  Women’s  Ritual  Arts,  Living  Masters;  The  paintings 
of  Zhu  Qizhan,  Vessels  of  a Culture:  Korean  Ceramics  from  the  AAM’s  collection,  A Chorus  of  Colors:

Purpose: 

Public  Art  is  an  investment  in  the  quality  of  urban  life.  It  integrates  art  into  the  fabric  of  daily 
life  in  San  Francisco  and  provides  a lasting  cultural  legacy  for  generations  to  come.  The  purpose 
of  the  program  is  to  humanize  the  environment  and  showcase  the  cultural  and  artistic  diversity 
characteristic  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Public  Art  Program  was  established  in  1969  with  the  enactment  of  the  Art  Enrichment 
Ordinance  which  calls  for  up  to  two  percent  of  the  cost  of  new  or  remodeled  City  buildings  to  be 
allocated  for  art  work.  Apart  from  donations  to  the  City  Collection,  this  program  is  the  only  means 
by  which  the  City  may  acquire  art  works  for  its  facilities.  Projects  are  conducted  with  almost  all  of 
the  departments  that  comprise  City  government. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

-Managed  a total  of  75  public  art  projects,  both  permanent  and  temporary,  involving  17  City 
departments  and  80  artists. 

-Completed  and  implemented  15  permanent  public  art  projects  and  8 temporary  Market  Street  Art  in 
Transit  Projects. 

-Obtained  in-kind  donations  to  substantially  reduce  costs  of  producing  a high  quality  public  art 
brochure  which  included  two  self-guided  walking  tours. 

-Achieved  consensus  on  proposed  modification  of  ordinance  after  working  with  several  City 
departments  most  likely  to  be  affected  by  the  proposed  changes. 

-Obtained  final  concept  and  design  approval  for  7 integrated  art  projects  planned  for  the  new 
International  Airport. 

-Obtained  final  design  approval  for  three  integrated  art  projects  for  the  new  Civic  Center  Court 
House.

Ribbon. 

-Obtain  national  press  coverage  for  outstanding  public  art  projects  at  new  Public  Library. 

-Initiate  video  documentation  of  key  aspects  of  art  projects  from  inception  through  completion. 
-Devise  solution  to  protect  Promenade  Ribbon  from  further  damage  from  skate  boarders. 

-Obtain  support  needed  to  proceed  with  development  of  skate  boarding  area  in  Mid-Embarcadero 
Open  Space.

Purpose: 

To  implement  the  mandate  of  voters  by  examining  the  wares  of  street  artists,  to  license  the  artists  to 
sell  in  locations  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  to  enforce  the  regulations  of  the 
Street  Artist  Ordinance. 

The  Street  Artists  Program  is  entirely  self-funded  by  its  license  fees. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

-Screened  and  maintained  the  number  of  license-holders  at  415. 

-Continued  increased  use  of  Police  Department’s  Special  Law  Enforcement  Services  officers 
throughout  the  year,  especially  during  summer  at  Fisherman’s  Wharf  and  during  Christmas  season  in 
the  Downtown-Union  Square  area.  Major  retail  business  areas  were  kept  clear  of  unlicensed  vendors 
during  critical  business  hours,  benefiting  licenses  street  artists,  store  merchants,  and  the  public. 
Enforcement  at  Christmas  resulted  in  incidents  of  confiscation  of  merchandise. 

-Scheduled  234  new  applicants  for  examination  and  licensed  85  artists  to  start  their  own  businesses 
under  the  Program  (through  December,  1995). 

-Continued  on-street  staff  inspection  of  street  artist  wares  and  compliance  with  regulations. 
-Prosecuted  nine  cases  of  street  artist  violations  before  the  Art  Commission  and  one  case  before  the 
Board  of  Permit  Appeals  (through  February,  1996). 

-Provided  more  public  visibility  of  street  artists  through  informational  brochures. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

-Continue  screening  and  maintaining  present  number  of  license-holders  at  400-420. 

-Continue  usage  of  Special  Law  Enforcement  Services  beyond  the  Christmas  and  summer  seasons. 
-Continue  on-street  staff  inspection  of  street  artist  wares  and  compliance  with  regulations. 

-Continue  prosecution  of  street  artist  violators  before  the  Art  Commission  and  Board  of  Permit 
Appeals. 

-Continue  to  upgrade  the  screening  criteria  of  wares  to  ensure  a higher  degree  of  craftsmanship. 
-Continue  to  provide  more  public  visibility  of  artists  through  informational  brochures  and 
identifiable  signage. 

-Continue  to  negotiate  with  street  artists  and  merchant  and  building  owner  organizations  for 
additional  selling  spaces,  particularly  in  areas  other  than  Downtown  and  Fisherman’s  Wharf.

Department  Mission: 

The  mission  of  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  of  San  Francisco  --  the  M.  H.  de  Young 
Memorial  Museum  and  the  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  - is  to 
accomplish  the  following  goals:  present  a wide  range  of  exhibitions;  provide  art 
education  programs  for  all  ages  and  interests;  involve  a diverse  public  in  all  activities;

Policy  Highlights: 

Provide  public  information  for  a general  obligation  bond  measure  on  the  November 
1996  ballot  to  build  a new  de  Young  on  the  current  site  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 
Undertake  private  fund-raising  for  this  joint  public  / private  partnership,  modeled  on 
the  successful  Legion  renovation  and  expansion. 

Proceed  with  new  de  Young  planning  throughout  the  year. 

Deliver  full  annual  programming  and  operation  of  both  museums  for  the  first  time 
since  March  1992,  when  the  Legion  closed  for  renovation  and  expansion.  In  FY 
1995-96,  the  Legion  was  open  7.5  months.  A major  factor  in  FY  1996-97  cost 
increases  is  twelve  month  Legion  operation. 

Continue  to  expand  and  experiment  with  public  hours  at  both  museums  to  make  it  as 
convenient  as  possible  for  visitors  to  enjoy  the  permanent  collections,  special 
exhibitions  and  educational  programs  offered  throughout  the  year.

Kept  old  and  unreliable  de  Young  / Asian  mechanical,  electrical,  air  conditioning,  fire  detection 
and  suppression  working. 


Objectives  / Action  Plan  for  FY  96/97: 

Maximize  guard  resources  - the  biggest  City  budget  expense  - through  precise  scheduling,  use  of 
appropriate  classifications,  and  continued  reliance  on  temporaries  to  cut  overtime. 

Focus  on  new  de  Young  planning  to  emphasize  compatibility  with  the  park,  visitor  accessibility,  art 
display  flexibility,  model  public  educational  facilities,  and  operational  efficiency.

Department  Mission: 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  like  all  public  libraries,  is  the  most  democratic  of  all 
our  civic,  social  and  cultural  institutions.  It  serves  every  member  of  our  community 
without  regard  to  age,  origin,  economic  circumstance  or  education.  The  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  is  distinctively  a people’s  institution.  As  a preserver  and  organizer  of 
human  knowledge  and  a champion  of  literacy  and  intellectual  freedom,  it  is  a resource 
for  children,  scholars,  entrepreneurs  and  readers  of  all  ages.  Our  intention  is  to 
provide  the  finest  public  library  service  in  the  county  through  our  26  Branches  and  Main 
Library.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  is  dedicated  to  free  and  equal  access  to 
information,  knowledge,  independent  learning  and  the  joys  of  reading  for  San 
Francisco’s  diverse  community. 


Policy  Highlights: 

Fiscal  Year  95/96  was  highlighted  by  the  full  year  implementation  of  the  expanded 
hours  (1,172  hours  of  service  per  week)  and  increased  book  budget  ($4.5  million) 
mandated  by  Proposition  E.  The  successful  inventory  and  computerization  of  the 
Library’s  catalog  now  enables  a patron  to  access  and  use  over  2 million  items  in  the 
collection  not  previously  available  system  wide.  The  new  Main  Library  opened  to  the 
public  in  April  1996.  The  approximate  24  focal  points  of  the  new  Main  Library  make  it 
a world  class  library.  The  focal  points  include  the  following  centers:  Gay/Lesbian; 
Environmental;  Deaf  Services;  Blind  Services;  Children’s;  Literacy;  Electronic 
Discovery;  Newcomers  Help;  African  American;  Chinese  Cultural;  Filipino  American; 
Teen  Services;  Business  & Technology;  Job  & Career;  Art  & Music;  Audio  & Video; 
Public  Policy/Government  Information;  Patents  & Trademarks;  SF  History;  Books,  Arts 
& Fine  Printing;  Communications;  International  Trade;  Learning  Differences; 
Parenting/Early  Childhood  Education.  The  enhanced  automation  system  will  allow 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  to  become  a World  Wide  Web  Site.  The  Chinatown 
Branch  renovation  will  reopen  in  1996.  The  Mission  Branch  will  relocate  to  a 
temporary  site  while  major  renovations  are  underway.

Purpose: 

The  Main  Library  is  the  city’s  largest  branch  library,  directly  serving  the  Tenderloin,  Hayes  corridor, 
Financial  District,  Civic  Center,  Nob  Hill  and  South  of  Market  Neighborhoods.  The  Main  provides 
centrally  located  in-depth  reference  and  circulating  collections  in  all  subjects  and  in  print,  video 
and  audio  formats,  for  adults  and  children,  in  English  and  40  other  languages.

Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

Our  accomplishments  at  the  Main  Library  for  FY95/96  were  to  move  collections  and  library 
operations  to  the  new  Main  Library,  minimizing  interruption  of  service  to  the  public;  to  expand 
expedited  reference  services  to  city  departments  and  plan  for  fee-based  reference  service  and 
document  delivery  to  businesses;  to  expand  the  City  Government  Archives  program;  and  to  maintain 
publicly  mandated  services  and  hours.  The  Library  for  the  Blind  is  completing  its  conversion  to  the 
DRA  circulation  system  in  connection  with  its  move  from  a branch  library  into  the  new  Main  Library 
in  1996.

Program:  02  Branch  Program 

Purpose: 

The  branch  libraries  and  extension  services  bring  library  services  and  programs  to  people  where 
they  live  and  work.  The  community  is  served  by  26  branch  libraries,  a senior  bookmobile  and  a 
children’s  bookmobile.  The  branch  libraries  and  extension  services  provide  reading  advice,  story 
times  and  programs  for  children;  resources  for  independent  learning;  adult  programs  and  reading 
groups;  and  serve  children,  teens,  adults,  and  seniors  on  an  equitable  basis.  The  Branch  Program 
also  includes  Community  Relations  which  maintains  press  contacts,  responds  to  general  public 
information  inquires  and  prepares  professional  communications.  The  Branch  Program  also 
provides  support  for  programs  and  exhibits,  as  well  as  oversees  graphic  design  and  reproduction  for 
the  library  system. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

Library  usage  continues  to  rise,  as  in  previous  years.  In  the  first  half  of  FY95/96,  circulation 
increased  by  approximately  23%,  the  number  of  questions  answered  increased  by  32%,  in-library  use 
of  materials  increased  by  16%,  and  the  number  of  people  visiting  and  using  the  branches  increased 
by  8%.  The  branches  continued  the  new,  expanded  open  hours  and  continued  to  refine  the  hours 
based  on  usage  and  community  needs.  The  Chinatown  Branch  at  1135  Powell  Street  will  reopen  in 
1996.  Public  hearings  have  been  held  to  solicit  community  input  in  determining  a temporary  site  for 
the  Mission  Branch  when  the  branch  is  closed  for  major  renovations.  Community  Relations 
continued  to  make  the  press  and  general  public  aware  of  the  new  hours  as  well  as  the  greatly 
expanded  services  and  materials  available  in  the  new  Main  Library.

1.  To  provide  information  and  circulation  services  that  reflect  neighborhood  needs  and  interests 

2.  To  present  community  and  neighborhood  oriented  programs

the  library  system

As  a result  of  continuing  support  from  the  Library  Preservation  Fund  the  Technical  Services  Division 
is  purchasing  and  making  available  $4.5  million  of  books,  magazines,  videos  and  other  library 
materials  for  use  by  children  and  adults  throughout  the  city;  doubling  the  number  of  magazines  that 
were  made  available  to  the  public  in  94/95;  ensuring  that  the  most  up-to-date  information  is 
acquired  for  public  use;  ensuring  that  materials  are  plentiful  and  readily  available;  replacing  books 
long  missing  from  the  collection;  and  repairing  and  returning  to  the  shelves  damaged  books  that 
have  been  previously  unavailable  for  public  use.

Department:  WAR  - WAR  MEMORIAL 


Department  Mission: 

The  War  Memorial  department  is  responsible  for  the  construction,  administration, 
management,  superintendence  and  operation  of  the  War  Memorial  and  Performing 
Arts  Center  buildings  and  grounds  which  include:  the  War  Memorial  Opera  House, 
War  Memorial  Veterans  Building,  Louise  M.  Davies  Symphony  Hall,  Harold  L. 
Zellerbach  Rehearsal  Hall,  the  Memorial  Court  and  all  adjacent  grounds. 

The  War  Memorial  is  a special  fund  department  receiving  annual  revenues  from  two 
sources:  9.76%  Hotel  Tax  Fund  allocation;  and  earned  revenues  from  facilities’ 
rentals,  concessions  and  services.  The  War  Memorial  receives  no  General  Fund 
support  and  must  fund  its  annual  operating  and  capital  budgets  within  its  special 
revenue  fund  capability.  This  requires  careful  planning  of  special  revenue  fund 
appropriations  and  accruals  to  insure  the  availability  of  sufficient  funds  to  support  the 
department’s  on-going  operation  and  maintenance,  to  support  both  current  and  future 
capital  program  needs. 


Policy  Highlights: 

• Provide  essential  facilities  management  services  to  licensees,  patrons  and  the 
public  including  rental,  booking,  event  coordination,  security,  custodial,  engineering, 
technical  concession,  lost  and  found,  advertising/promotion  and  public  information. 

• Promote  and  market  rentals  in  the  War  Memorial  facilities  to  maximize  facilities’ 
bookings,  rentals  and  earned  revenue. 

• Insure  safe  and  proper  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  complex;  conduct  routine, 
on-going  and  periodic  maintenance  services;  and  develop  and  implement  facilities 
maintenance  and  capital  improvement  projects  in  each  of  the  facilities. 

• Administer  and  coordinate  Veterans  Building  services  necessary  for  the  temporary 
occupancy  of  the  third  and  fourth  floors  by  City  Hall  offices.  The  FY  1996-97  budget 
reflects  revenue  and  expenditure  changes  related  to  this  occupancy. 

• On  1/1/96,  the  Opera  House  closed  for  18  months  for  the  “ESP2  Renovation” 
including  bond-funded  seismic  repairs/upgrades;  War  Memorial-funded  capital 
improvements;  and  privately-funded  tenant  improvements.  Significant  changes  to  the 
revenue  and  expenditure  budgets  resulting  from  the  Opera  House  closure  are 
reflected  in  the  FY  1996-97  budget  request.

Purpose: 

The  War  Memorial  has  one  program  providing  for  the  safe,  proper  and  efficient  on-going  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  War  Memorial  & Performing  Arts  Center  facilities  including  the  Opera 
House,  Veterans  Building,  Davies  Symphony  Hall,  Zellerbach  Rehearsal  Hall  and  adjacent 
grounds.  This  includes  licensing,  booking/scheduling:  coordination  of  contractual,  concession  & 
personal  services;  extensive  operational  and  preventative  maintenance  programs  including 
engineering,  crafts,  stage/technical,  custodial  and  security;  development/implementaion  of 
facilities  maintenance  and  capital  improvement  programs  and  plans;  personnel  and  human 
resources;  budgeting,  accounting,  purchasing/payroll;  event  management  and  coordination;  and 
various  public  and  patron  services. 


Accomplishments  FY  95/96: 

• Scheduled,  licensed  and  provided  facilities’  management  services  for  651  performances/events 
and  238  other  activities  (i.e.  rehearsals,  photo  sessions,  etc.). 

• Coordinated  the  relocation  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  Gallery  to  the  Veterans  Building  . 

• Installed  new  telephone  and  data  processing  systems. 

• Instituted  new  procedures  for  program  and  merchandise  concessions  and  sales,  increasing  War 
Memorial’s  concession  income  by  8.5%. 

• Developed  “Request  for  Proposal”  for  food  and  beverage  concession  services  commencing  7/1/97, 
including  concession  facilities’  and  services’  upgrades. 

• Planned  and  implemented  relocating  all  tenants  and  property  from  the  War  Memorial  Opera 
House; 

began  construction  phase  of  the  Opera  House  ESP2  Seismic  Upgrade  and  Renovations  on  1/1/96.

• Develop  short-  and  long-range  plans  for  future  uses  of  the  Veterans  Building. 

• Develop  plans  for  renovation  of  Davies  Symphony  Hall  HVAC  building  management,  computer 
and  fire  alarm  systems.
